1 9. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein spongosine is administered at a 
dose that gives rise to plasma concentrations one fifth to one thousandth of the minimum 
plasma concentration of spongosine that gives rise to bradycardia, hypotension or 
tachycardia side effects in animals of the same species as the subject to which the dose is 
to be administered. 

20. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 19, wherein the dose gives rise to plasma 
concentrations one fifth to one hundredth of the minimum plasma concentration of 
spongosine that gives rise to the side effects. 

2 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein spongosine is administered at a 
dose that is one fifth to one fiftieth of the minimum dose of spongosine that gives rise to 
bradycardia, hypotension or tachycardia side effects in animals of the same species as the 
subject to which the dose is to be administered. 

22. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 21, wherein the dose is one fifth to one 
tenth of the minimum dose that gives rise to the side effects. 

23. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein spongosine is administered at a 
dose of less than 6 mg/kg. 

24. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1, wherein spongosine is administered at a 
dose of at least 0.01 mg/kg. 

25. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1, wherein spongosine is administered at a 
dose of at least 0.1 mg/kg.

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 25, wherein spongosine is administered at a 
dose of 0.1 to 1 mg/kg. 
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27. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 1 , wh e r e in further comprising; 
administering an analgesic agent other than spongosine is co administer e d to the subject. 

28. (Currently amended) The method of claim 27, wherein the analgesic agent other than 
spongosine is an opioid receptor agonist, an opioid receptor partial agonist, a 
cyclooxygenase inhibitor, a sodium channel modulator, a calcium channel modulator, a 
Selective Serotonin Reuptake Inhibitor (SSRI), or an agent that treats neuropathic pain. 

29. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 11, wherein spongosine is administered 
orally, parenterally, sublingually, transdermally, intrathecally, or transmucosally. 

30. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein spongosine is administered at a 
frequency of 2 or 3 times per day. 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , wherein the subject is a human subject.

47. (New) The method of claim 11, wherein the spongosine is administered to the subject 
when the subject is at risk of developing inflammation.

49. (New) The method of claim 11, wherein the spongosine is administered to the subject 
when the subject is at risk of developing pain.
